May l f —A poor 
relief problem which alm ost has 
doubled in size since la it Novem­ 
ber brought Ohio’s legislators back 
to the capital today to devise an* 
other makeshift program of aid for 
the needy. 
Their job. as viewed by the big 
cities and several legislative lead­ 
ers. is to raiso approximately f 17,- 
000.000 for support of the Indigent 
during the rem ainder of tho year. 
Many legislators, particularly those 
from the rural areas, believe a 
sm aller amount would be adequate. 
The question of how the money 
shall be obtained promises to pro­ 
duce a controversy which may do- 
lay enactm ent of a program for 
several weeks. 
Mayors Urge Haste 
Meanwhile, mayors of the large 
cities are urging all possible baste. 
Their portion of the $12,000,000 for 
relief which the legislature made 
available earlier iu the year bas 
been exhausted by several munici­ 
palities. Cleveland claims it is $2,- 
000,000 in debt for relief necessi­ 
ties and officials there said unrest 
was growing among the unemploy­ 
ed.

High Tribunal Upholds NLRB 


In Reversing Opinion Of 


U. S. Appeals Group

WASHINGTON,

16.—The 
Supreme Court ruled today that 
working men, who strike as a re­ 
sult of an unfair labor practice 
by their employer, are entitled .to 
protection of the national labor 
relations act. 
This decision was given in up­ 
holding an order by the national 
labor relations board directing the 
Mackay Radio and Telegraph Co. 
to 
reinstate 
(ive employes 
who 
bad gone on strike in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Justice Roberts, who delivered 
the 
decision, 
asserted 
that 
the 
strikers remained employes under 
the. labor act "and were protect­ 
ed against the unfair labor prac­ 
tices denounced by It.” 
No Dissent Announced 
Roberts announced no dissent. 
Justices Cardozo and Reed did not 
participate. 
The court reversed an opinion by 
the ninth circuit court of appeals 
refusing to approve reinstatem ent 
of the five men on the ground that 
they had severed their employment 
by striking. 
Roberts said the board’s findings 
as to discrimination were “support­ 
ed by evidence.” 
Enforcem ent of the board’s order 
was refused by the circuit court of 
appeals on the ground that the men 
had severed their employment vol­ 
untarily by striking.

Pair Manages To Flee Withering Fire 
Of Ambush Laid By State Patrolmen, 
Sheriff’s Deputies And Officers Who 
Waited Would-Be Robbers’ Arrival

EAST PALESTINE, May 36.—Two bandits were dead and 
two others—one believed wounded—were hunted after a spec­ 
tacular holdup attempt in the East Palestine Eagles club early 
today. 
Three holdup men walked into the trap prepared by Colum­ 
biana county officers after a tipoff to the robbery and in the re­ 
sultant gun fire Mike Lepushansky of Girard and John Yourko, 
of Youngstown wdre killed outright. 
Both were 22. 
More than 400 county and district lodgemen jammed the 
lodgerooms in the two-story building just off Main st. Sunday 
night for an initiation and party. 
All had gone by the time the 
bandits entered at 2 a. rn. 
Police, state highway patrolmen and sheriffs deputies were 
stationed in the building and in adjoining streets. Youngstown 
detectives had received a tip the club was marked for a robbery. 
Yourko and Lepushansky and an unidentified man entered 
the hall, using a door key, and held up John Mansell, janitor, 
and Patrol Sgt. M. A. Mock, who was in plain clothes, and forc­ 
ed them to lie on the floor. 


Third Man Sent To Car For Explosives 


The third mail was sent out to the car to get explosives to 
blow' the safe. 
Lepushansky discovered Mock’s gun in hi* 
shoulder holster and backed away with a drawn pistol. That was 
.thcKsignai fo f^h e firing, Deputy Sheriff Mjk4.,Duty H ipped 
frow back of indoor in lie room behind thA bar And opened fire. 
East Palestine i police chief, W elter Warred, also bdgan firing 
from a back room. 
Mock, meanwhile drew his gun and shot 
from the floor. 
The two bandits were caught in a withering cross fire of po­ 
lice bullets. Lepuahansky, hit in the groin and chest, dropped 
his gun and staggered. 
He fell behind the bar where he wa* 
found dead. 
Yourko ran for the door, firing, and fell into the lavatory 
off the hall. 
Five bullets had pierced his body. 
The third man was believed hit when Corp. W. JE. Arey and Deputy 
John Herman opened fire with a shotgun and revolver from stairs off 
the front ball. 
Both victims were believed to have died Instantly. 
The blaze of gunfire riddled tbe lower floor of the hall and passed 
within a few inches of the prone Mansell and Mock. Bullets crashed 
through the glass of the telephone booth, pierced the nickel victroia 
machine and chipped wood work around the room. 


Coroner Devon Rules Justifiable Homicide 


Coroner Arnold Devon, who examined the bodies, ruled justifiable 
homicide. The victims were taken to the Oliver funeral home, where 
they were Identified by Youngstown detectives. 
Lepushansky is said to have notified Youngstown police of the p ro ­ 
posed holdup Thursday. Deputy Duty and his men entered tho hall 
around 10:30 and mingled with the crowd. Police took up stations ab o u t 
I a. r n . , while Mansell and Mock wailed in the taproom. An unidentified 
muu, believed to bo a lodge member, entered the club shortly b efo re 
the shooting, spoke to tho two and left. 
Mock had concealed himself in tbe lavatory. When tbe guumen en­ 
tered. Yourko, with a handkerchief held over his face, covered Mock. 
Mansell said Lepushansky stuck a gun. a .22 caliber target pistol, in 
his abdomen and ordered him to lie face down on tbe floor at the rear 
of the room. Mock was forced to lie beside him. 
Deputy Duty in charge of the detail was able to watch them through 
tbe inside Jam of tbe door. He was In tbe back room alone guarding the 
safe, which was said by Max E. Schaffernocker secretary, to contain 
$400. The deputy had given orders to shoot to kill. 
“If the third man had come in to blow tbe safe, I would have shot 
him in the head," he said, “for fear of hitting explosives in his pocket 
and blowing up all of us."

Like Merry-Go-Round 


U. S. GRANTS TO OHIO

ADISON, Wis.—A person with 
eyes closed always goes in cir­ 
cles. 
He does so 
whether 
walking, 
running, driving an auto or flying 
a plane. Blindfolded animals spiral. 
Blindfolded birds do, too. 
Scientists have been trying to 
discover why, because the spiral­ 
ing is likely to he in a fixed direc­ 
tion, either to left or right. 
They 


have thought it due to some fun­ 
damental principal of nature. 
For they found 
the same ten­ 
dency to spiral in plants. Although 
unable to move, the plant struc­ 
tures show a right or left twist in 
cells. Even bacteria show a like 
spiraling. 
Their 
colonies 
some­ 
times grow' in spirals. 
The reason tor the spiraling of 
cells in plants and animals has 
been found at the University of 
Wisconsin by Dr. Jam es L. 
Rob­ 
erts. The twist is due to growth in 
width. A cell widens at the same 
tim e it elongates. 
In widening the growth proceeds 
mainly in one direction—like the 
hands turning about the face of a 
clock. This direction usually is not 
haphazard. A majority of the cells 
appear to be clocklike in the same 
direction. This may be either right 
or left.

here two years ago, a shy, fright­ 
ened little dwarf of 14. only 47J 
inches tall, weighing 52 pounds 
and virtually a "hopeless” case 
of glandular disturbance. She was 
not as large as a healthy child 
half her age, because she had al­ 
ways 
been 
small 
and 
stopped 
growing altogether when 8. 
The child's normal brothers and 
sisters towered over her, even the 
younger ones. Going to school with 
bigger youngsters terrified her, be­ 
cause 
the 
normal 
procedure of 
growing up presented an Insuper­ 
able obstacle to Eula. 
Doctors shook their heads but 
went to work.

of property and on the subject of 
private associations. These are the 
subjects with which scholars and 
creative 
and 
inventive 
thinkers 
will need to be deeply concerned 
and 
within these subjects there 
are the great Issues of domestic 
Holley on which the fate of liberal 
government will be decided. These 
questions are not yet clearly defin­ 
ed. 
No one has as yet solved any 
of them conclusively.

The grant of a 
charter of incorporation required 
generally a special act of the legit* 
lature on the theory that a group 
of men who had incorporated had 
rights and powers that an ordinary 
partnership or association did not 
enjoy. They had limited liability 
They had legal im mortality.

The use of the corporation as an 
Instrum ent of business enterprise is 
one of th e , greatest, perhaps the 
most indispensable, of modern so­ 
cial inventions.

French Lick is in Orange county,

for divers and sundry ailments.

RIGINALLY there was a deer 
"lick" around here where the 
deer used to come to lick the salt 
and that and the fact tbat the 
early Frenchmen from around Vin 
cennes were frequent visitors to 
this region, probably produced the 
name.

Whose Problem? 


Writer Agrees With Eccles That 


Economic Crisis Should Provoke 


Careful Study By Business 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


W 
ASHINGTON, May 16.—One doe* not have to 
agree with all that M arin er Eccles, governor 
of the Federal Reserve board, told the New Jersey 
Bankers association about deficit spending and lend­ 
ing and cause* of the depression to indorse vigorous­ 
ly a point he made which ha* been constantly over­ 
looked by fee businessm en of America, namely, that 
the problems of economic crisis cannot be super­ 
ficially treated, but m ust be thoroughly studied by 
business Itself. 
"Business, labor and agricultural organizations."* 
said Mr. Eccles, "as well as government have grave 
social responsibilities. The responsibility of govern­ 
ment Is recognized by everyone, but, by and large. 
I do not believe tbat tbe responsibilities to the public 
of privately organized groups have been either recog­ 
nized or discharged. I have beard much about co­ 
operation. I have yet to hear of any organized group 
of industry or labor proposing to make a serious 
study as to how their policies and practices may con­ 
tribute to economic balance. That apparently la re ­ 
garded as the exclusive responsibility of government 
and yet, to complete the picture, the effort* of gov- 
em inent to discharge tbat responsibility are all too 
frequently condemned and resisted." 
Mr. Eccles concedes In his speech many of tho 
points of criticism made by business, including, for 
example, his personally expressed belief that govern­ 
ment funds should not be loaned to build up com­ 
petition with private industry and his suggestion 
that increased wage costs imposed on the railroads 
in 1937 be suspended for a while. 


O U T the most Im portant point of all is his chal- 
D 
Jenge to business to furnish an intelligent and 
aggressive economic leadership. This is a cry often 
heard, but rarely bas it been phrased so well as by 
the present governor of the Federal Reserve board. 
Coming as he does from tbe ranks of tbe bankers 
and seeing government from the inside these last 
few years under the new deal, he is In a position to 
see the shortcoming of both governm ent and busi­ 
ness. When he says. therefore, that business and 
labor have not come forth with economic studies on 
current problems of m ajor concern, he Is absolute­ 
ly right, thus, last autum n, this correspondent called 
attention to the fact that even so fine a group of 
labor leaders as the chiefs of the railroad brother­ 
hoods ignored the economic trend of the railroad 
business and insisted on a wage increase at a time 
when the railroads could not economically Justify 
the same. It seems likely that these labor leaders 
would have been supported by tbe rank and file 
of the railroad employes, who are among the most 
intelligent in the country, had an economic study 
been undertaken and the wage increase# withheld. 
Likewise, business was asleep at the switch when 
the social security taxes were imposed by law. No 
studies were made to show the economic conse­ 
quences of the payroll taxes, nor was any particular 
pressure exerted by businessmen to get enacted an 
alternative plan. Most of the criticism came after 
the law was passed and put into operation. 
The so-called business organizations today are 
made up of various groups and interest*, and. as a 
rule, resolutions that are adopted present compro­ 
mises between conflicting viewpoint*, usually based 
on a dollar-and-cents interest to themselves. An ob­ 
jective policy based on the broad national interest 
rarely comes out of a business or labor organza- 
lion, and it is precisely this which Mr. Eccles in­ 
sists is a responsibility resting on all private or­ 
ganizations. To a large extent, he might have added, 
government initiative is due to passive attitudes 
on the part of private 
groups. W hat is meant by 
“passive attitudes"? Tbe answer is. negative criti­ 
cism which tears down the picks flaws, but does not 
offer any alternatives. This, of course, is not as true 
today as It was three years ago. 


\ JORE and more businessmen are openly making 
constructive suggestions; but it would h ave 
been a fine thing if the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States and the National Association of 
Manufacturers and 
the 
American 
Federation 
of 
Labor and the farm organization# could have pro­ 
posed this year specific amendment# to exlating 
laws—and amendments, too, that would have repre­ 
sented an adjustm ent of view as between capital 
and labor and the Industrial and agricultural re- 
gions of the country. 
The first step toward such a goal is th* setting 
up of machinery for contemporaneous study of na- 
tional economic problems and for conference be- 
tween interested groups. Too much time is spent. 
in writing resolutions of condemnation and too HUI* 
in digging up tbe facts which alone can tell the story 
of whether an economic policy is wise or unwise if 
Mr. Eccles’ suggestion is taken seriously bv private 
groups, he may have started something of prime 
importance In meeting the paramount task of the 
day, the organization of democracy itself in the 
face of economic pressures and growing populations

Outwitting Nature

IN STEA D of shearing sheep. Russian scientists give 
■I them a dose of medicine that makes them moult. 
The Russians do not think this discovery will take 
the place of shearing. But they predict a cunning 
way to outwit nature. 
This concerns the sheep with “mixed" wools. 
These have coarse and fine hairs mixed. The mixed a 
wool varieties are not rated high. 
I 
The new wool medicine, thallium, will select th# 
hairs wanted. It will make the fine hairs moult, while 
the coarse stick to th© sheep. After the fine balr is 
out, the sheep still has the coarse stuff as a fairly 
valuable by-product. 
The Belection is due to a difference in root* of 
sheep’s wool. Thallium weakens the roots so that 
hair fall* out. But it takes less thallium to weaken a 
fine hair root than a coarse one. 
Tbe discovery is reported in N ature by N. A. Iljin 
of the Wool Laboratory. Moscow. There is a draw­ 
back. Thallium sometimes makes the sheep sick. 
Thallium has been tried in the United States for 
making hair grow on partly bald beads. Its value is 
supposed to lie in its control over the nerve* which 
monitor hair roots.

CLEVELAND. May 16. — Even 
"lavish and long-continued 
public 
spending” will not restore railroad 
traffic or “create public confidence 
inutility investm ents,” Col. Leonard 
P. Ayres said today in his m onthly 
business bulletin. 
"The attem pt to carry through 
a recovery program without taking 
steps to restore confidence in rail­ 
road and utility Investments is a 
little like undertaking to operate 
an 
automobile without 
repairing 
its one punctured tire,” declared 
the economist, who is a Cleveland 
Trust Co. vice president and an 
adviser to Allegheny Corp., rail­ 
road holding company. 
“The total market values o f all 
railroad shares are much leas than 
they were at th<* bottom of the de­ 
pression in 1932 and 1933. U tility 
stocks are now selling at much 
lower levels. 
“Our railroad problem cannot be 
solved 
by 
mere 
reorganization* 
which 
reduced fixed charges by 
wrinng off bonded debt. The fact 
is that the wage bill of the rail­ 
roads has become too great for the 
traffic to bear. 
"Our railroad crisis can be cured 
only by the adoption of com pre­ 
hensive legislation providing 
for 
the rapid reorganization of insolv­ 
ent lines, the merging of existing 
companies into a limited number 
of 
strong 
system s, 
the 
prompt 
abandonment of 
large am ount of 
non essential branch m ileage and a 
considerable decrease in the num­ 
ber of employes.

oxygen m ay 
be adm inistered 
to 
th e patient requiring it. 
As I have pointed out, em er­ 
gency crew s are available to bring 
th is gas w herever needed. T his Is 
vitally im portant because often a 
p atien t in d esp erate condition can­ 
not be rem oved to a hospital. The 
life-saving oxygen 
m ust then be 
brought to the sufferer. 
W hen the body fails to get suf­ 
ficient am ounts of oxygen, the face. 
lips and tips of the fingers and 
toes turn blue in color. T his con­ 
dition is known to the doctors as 
‘'cyanosis" or “anoxem ia." If the 
condition Is not too serious the 
adm inistration of oxygen will re­ 
vive and save the victim.

1852. He was given 
an

the 
T hird 
U nited 
S tates Infantry and saw 
much service against the Apache 
Indians in the west. He returned 
to W est Point as an instructor in 
infantry tactics in 1858, rem aining 
th ere until 
the outbreak of the 
Civil w ar in 1861. 
Gen. McCook at first was blam ­ 
ed for the defeat 
of the Union 
forces 
in 
the 
battle 
of Chicka­ 
m auga, w hen he was relieved of 
his com m and. He dem anded an in­ 
quiry and was acquitted and given 
a com m and of the arm y which de­ 
fended 
W ashington. 
He 
was 
in 
charge of the Union army in Ar­ 
kansas when tho war ended. 
At 37 he was made a lieuten- 
ant-colonel and assigned to frontier 
service. H e later w as assigned to 
the 
infantry 
and 
cavalry 
school 
at F ort Leavenw orth. Has. From 
1875 to 1880 he served as an aid 
to Gen. William T. Sherm an. 
It 
was in 1880 that Gen. McCook was 
appointed a brigadter-geuerai and 
four years later was com m issioned 
as a m ajor-general. 
W hen 
G rover 
Cleveland 
was 
serving h is second term as presi­ 
dent, Gen. McCook then retired, 
was 
appointed 
to 
represent 
the 
U nited S ta tes governm ent at the 
elaborate cerem onies of the coron­ 
al ion of C la r Nicholas in Russia, 
on May 26. 1896. Upon his return 
from Russia, he returned to pri­ 
vate life. 
Gen. McCook died in Dayton on 
June 12, 1903, when 72.

W hen the P resid en t speaks 
about reshaping our philosophy in 
accordance w ith th e sp irit of Am er­ 
ican institutions, the question is 
how we a re to bring th e adm inis­ 
trativ e 
agency, 
the 
corporation, 
the com plex rig h ts of property and 
the p riv ate association under the 
rule of law. Today, in one way or 
an o th er in each of th ese fields, 
th ere is no sufficient law which 
controls. So th ere is law lessness. 
To know w hat the law should be, 
to get it enacted, to get it enforced, 
is Just about what we m ean when 
we speak of solving our dom estic 
problem s.

For example, a crack In a stucco 
house. 
When the crack first ap­ 
pears, It costs almost nothing to 
fill it. 
If neglected, however, the 
crack grows Into large fissures, 
chunks of stucco fall out, necessi­ 
tating resurfacing. 
Rain water from a downspout 
can undermine and crack a founda­ 
tion wall. 
Unless repaired at the 
time, an entire porch structure or 
side of a house may settle. Splash­ 
boards of stone or^concrete serve 
to carry water away from the wall. 
Falling leaves, fine ash, cinders 
and dirt accumulate in gutters 
draining 
roofs 
and 
should 
be 
cleaned out. Otherwise water may 
back up under the shingles, run 
down and stain interior walls and 
ceiling and necessitating redecora- 
■ tion of a whole room. 
Leaky radiator valves stain and 
j damage floors and rugs. A plumber 
i can repack a valve quickly; the 
cost involved is slight In compart- 
! son with the damage that may en- 
j sue. 
Stains on walls under windows 
ara such a common occurrence In 
homes that some owners believe 
them unavoidable. They are caused 
usually by improper fitting of the 
window stool. A carpenter can re­ 
fit them easily. 
Sticking doors can be remedied 
easily; the causes are loose or In- 


ti 
effective hinges, settlement of the 
house structure, swelling and w arp-1 
ing of the door or frame, or hard­ 
ened paint. 
Thresholds win wear out after 
yesra or service. 
They ara easily 
replaced, arc inexpensive and will 
save much fuel during the winter ' 
months by keeping cold air on the 
outside. 
Reputty the windows to 
keep air from filtering In around 
the glass, keep out dust and maki 
I '.he windows last longer. 
Weatherstripping and a watar 
drip on the bottom rail carry tbs 
v\ater away from tho bottom of 
the casement sash for another re­ 
pair point. 
Before a house is painted, atten- 
ilon should be given the window 
I and 
door casings. 
All 
casings 
I bhould fit the wall tightly. 
House siding, subject to weather 
changes from extreme heat to bit­ 
ter cold, should be chosen from 
I strong wood.
